Offensive  Carried  on  From  Gouzeaucourt  to  St. 

Quentin   Results  in  Penetration  of   German 

Defences  to   Depth  of  Three    Miles — 

Enemy  Positions  Carried  by  Assault. 


THIRD  AND  FOURTH  ARMIES 

ENGAGED  IN  THE  ATTACK 


English,   Scotch,   Welsh   and   Australian   Troops 
Share    in    Honors    of   Day — Strong    Hostile 
Resistance    Is   Encountered   and   Over- 
come— Number  of  Guns  Captured. 


LONDON,  Sept.  18.— The  British  have  penetrated  the  enemy's 
defences  northwest  of  St,  Quentin  to  a  depth  of  three  miles  and  cap- 
tured more  than  6,000  prisoners,  Field  Marshal  Haig  reports  tonight. 

The  British  have  captured  Fresnoy-le-Pctit,  Berthaucourt  and 
Porttru,  and  the  Australians  have  occupied  Le  Vcrguier,  Villeret  and 
Harricourt.  High  ground  south  of  Gouzeavicourt  has  been  carried 
by  the  British,  who  have  reached  the  outskirts  of  Villers-Guislain  and 
occupied  Gauche  wood.  Templeux-le-Guerard,  Ronssoy,  Epchy,  and 
Peiziere  also  have  been  taken.  The  troops  penetrating  to  a  great 
depth  along  the  line. 

The  text  of  the  statement  reads : 

Success  on  Whole  Front 

"At  5  JO  o'clock  this  morning  the  troops  of  the  Third  and  Fourth 
British  Armies  attacked  with  complete  success  on  a  front  of  about 
sixteen  miles  from  the  neig^hborhood  of  Holnon  to  Gouzeaucourt:  On 
the  whole  of  this  front,  our  troops,  advancing  in  heavy  storms  of  rain, 
carried  the  enemy's  positions  by  assault. 

"Sweeping  over  the  old  British  trench  systems  of  March,  1918, 
they  reached  and  captured  the  outer  defences  of  the  Hindenburg  line 
in  wide  sectors. 

"On  the  right,  the  divisions  composed  of  English  ^nd  ScottisH 
troops  captured  Fresnoy-lc- Petit,  Berthaucourt  and  Pootrt,  meeting 
Virith  and  overcoming  strong  hostile  resistance,  particularly  on  the 
extreme  right  of  our  attack. 

"In  the  ffgfit  tWRIIe  t#tr  AusfraHhn  (KViii^r capttfliefl  the  viltkg^s 
of  Lc  Verguier,  Villeret  and  Hargicourt. 

With  Great  Determination 

"Pushing  forward  with  great  determination,  they  established  them- 
selves in  the  old  German  advanced  positions  west  and  southwest  of 
Bellicourt,  having  penetrated  the  enemy's  defences  to  a  depth  of  three 
miles." 

"In  the  left  centre,  the  74th  Yeomanry  divisions  and  other  divi- 
sions composed  of  East  County  and  London  troops,  captured  Tem- 
pleux-le-Guerard, Ronssoy,  Epchy  and  Peiziere,  also  penetrating  to  a 
great  depth. 

"North  of  Peiziere  the  21st  Division  attacked  over  the  northern 
portion  of  the  sector  defended  by  it  with  so  much  gallantry  on  the 
21st  and  22nd  of  March.  Having  captured  its  old  front  trenches, 
together  with  the  strong  point  known  as  Vauccllct  farm,  and  beaten 
off  a  hostile  counter-attack,  it  pushed  forward  for  more  than  a  mile 
beyond  this  line,  capturing  several  hundred  prisoners  and  a  German 
battery  complete,  with  its  teams,  in  the  course  of  its  advance. 

"On  the  left  of  our  attack  other  English  and  Welsh  troops  carried 
the  remainder  of  the  high  ground  south  of  Gouzeaucourt,  reaching  the 
outskirts  of  Villers-Guislain  and  capturing  Gauche  wood. 

"More  than  6,000  prisoners  and  a  number  of  guns  have  been  cap- 
tured by  our  troops  in  the  course  of  these  successful  operations." 

French  Co-operation 

PARIS,  Sept.  18.— The  French  attack  on  the  right  of  the  British 
in  the  St.  Quentin  sector  resulted  in  an  advance  of  a  mile  and  a  third 
along  a  six-mile  front,  according-  to  the  War  Office  announcement 
tonighV 

The  statement  ^ays: 

"Our  troops,  co-operating  with  the  British,  progressed  west  of 
St.  Quentin.  We  advanced  our  lines  two  kilometres  between  Holnon 
and  Essigny-le-Grande  on  a  front  of  ten  kilometres. 

"We  reached  the  western  outskirts  of  Franchilly-Salency  and 
captured  Savy  wood  ,and  Fontanne-Ies-Cleros.  We  hold  the  south- 
ern outskirts  of  Contescourt.  We  have  taken  several  hundred  prison- 
ers in  this  region. 

"We  made  progress  to  the  west  of  Jouy  (northeast  of  vSoissons), 
'  The  enemy  strongly  counter-attacked  on  the  plateau  to  the  east  of 
Allemant.    We  drove  him  back  and  gained  more  ground,  taking  130 
prisoners." 

Germans  Counter-Attacking 

BERLIN,  via  London,  Sept.  18.— The  Germans  are  counter- 
attacking against  the  British,  who,  they  admit,  have  entered  the  Ger- 
mans' positions  between  Hargicourt  and  the  Omignon  Rivulet,  accord- 
ing to  the  statement  from  headquarters  this  evening.

"To  the  west  of  St.  Quentin  our 
troops  made  Htro^ress  durlns  the 
course  of  the  dAy  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Hplnon  and  Savy.  We  took  about 
»♦  prlaoncra.  '  - 

'^Between  the  Allette  and  the  Aisne 
we  efilarsed  our  sains,  local  attacks 
enabllns  us  to  advance  on  the  plateau 
north  and  east  of  Allemant.  We  too|^ 
about  100  prisoners. 

"This  morninv  we  occupied  a  strong 
point  of  support  held  by  the  enemy 
'  east  of  Sancy.  The  num'ber  of  bodies 
found  by  us  north  of  LAfTeaux  Indi- 
cates the  heavy  losses  sustained  by 
the  enemy  In  the  recent  flghtins  tn 
this  region. 

"On  the  Vesle  front  the  Germans 
thrice  counter-attacked  our  positions 
In  the  vicinity  of  Olennes  and  were 
repulsed   each   time    with   heavy    losses. 

"Aviation — On  September  IS  eight 
enemy  planes  were  brought  down  or 
damaged  and  one  captive  balloon  was 
burned.  Eight  bombing  machines, 
notwithstanding  the  storm,  dropped  10 
tons  of  projectiles  on  enemy  stations, 
bivouacs  and  aviation  grounds;  sev- 
eral   flres    broke  out."  •

The  popula- 
tion at  the  last  censua  was  about 
M.000.

BRITISH  HEADQUARTERS  IN 
THE  FIELD.  Sept.  18. —  (Router's)  — 
This  morning's  attack  extending  from 
l|OUth  of  Oouzeaucourt  to  tWe  junc- 
tion of  our  right  flank  with  the 
Ii;r<Bnch  array,  carried  the  line  well 
into  the  enemy  outpost  sons  and 
brought  US  nearer  the  Hindenburg 
system  over  a  wide  stretch.  The 
country  thereabouts,  conststlng  of 
little  ridges,  gullies  and  woods,  lends 
itself  to  the  elastic  defence  which  the 
Oermans    are    employing. 

The  attaok  probably  surprised  the 
enemy,  the  night  being  favorable  to 
the  assembly  of  troops  and  the  pre- 
liminary barrage  being  short.  The 
Intense  attach  moved  progressive 
stages  aa  it  was  necessarjr  to  pause 
■while  the  enemy  pockets  were  cleared 
out. 

Reports  from  the  French  sre  that 
they  are  progressing  well  tn  conform- 
ity with  our  own  advance,  espociallr 
In  the  region  of  Savy  wood.  The 
newa  durlas  the  early  hours  was 
tragmentary  as  rain  was  falling  when 
the  attack  was  lannchad  and  airplane 
oboenratlon  as  oae  of  the  sources  of 
early  Intelligence  was  Impoaaible.

WASHINGTON.  Sept.  18. — Th*  be- 
trayal of  Roumanla  and  elaborate  ad- 
vance plans  of  Germany  and  K%r  Rus- 
sian _  Bolshevik!  tools  for  suppryessing 
and  murdering  loyal  Rountaninis. 
Russians  and.  Poles,  are  exposed  in 
t\>day's  chapter  of  the  astounding 
Russian  secret  docunnents,  which  the 
American  Government  is  giving  to  the 
public. 

Other  Installments  of  the  series 
have  disclosed  how  the  Bolsheviki 
leaders  L>enlne  and  Trotsky  and  their 
associates  were  bought  by  the  Qer- 
mars  for  millions  In  gold  and  engln- 
eere<l  their  bloody  overthrow  of  Rus- 
sia for  the  benefit  of  their  masters. 
Now  the  story  Is  told  of  how,  while 
the  Breet-Liitovsk  peace  conference

The  second  phase  of  the  latest  dis- 
closure show  the  Bolsheviki  at  Ger- 
man direction  undertaking  not  only 
to  kill  refractory  Russian  generals, 
but  to  shoot.  Individually  and  whole- 
sale, Polish  sailors  who  were  refus- 
ing to  he  sold  to  the  Germans  atid 
patriotically  keeping  the  field  aKaiiist 
their  ollemles.  One  of 'the  documents 
transmits  orders  trom  the  German  in- 
telligence service  to  "take  most  de- 
cisive measures  *to  shooting  en  niaMse 
against  Polish  tr«>ops,"  and  to  insti- 
tute surveillance  of  Institutions  and 
persons,  including  the  Roman  Ca'h- 
olic  Polish  clergy. 

Explanatory  notes  by  Edgar  SIsson, 
who  obtained  the  documents,  add 
many  details  lacking  In  the  papers 
themselves,  including  a  story  of  how 
the  tloumanian  Minister  barely  es- 
caped assassination  after  being  ar- 
reoted  by  the  Bolsheviki  and  released 
through  the  efforts  of  Ambassador 
Francis  and  other  dit>lomats. 


RAIN  MAKES  GROUND 
HARD  TO  NEGOTIATE 


Epehy   Is  Squeezed  Out  by  Pincer  Movement — 

Alpine  Corps  Is  Defeated  in  the  Capture  of 

Peiziere — Australians  Have  to' Fight 

for  Every  Inch  of  Way. 


WITH  THK  BRITISH  ARAIY  IN  FEANCE.  Sept.  18.— The  British 
troops  made  a  powerful  attack  against  the  German  lines  to  the  west  and 
northwest  of  St.  Quentin  today  and  most  important  results  wese  achieved. 
A  deep  advance  into  the  enemy  territory  strengthctied  the  already  powerftil 
grip  the  British  have  on  St.  Quentin,  one  of  the  most  strongly  fortified  parts 
of  the  Hindenburg  line.  * 

To  the  south  the  French  co-operated  in  what  is  likely  to  prove  M  opera- 
tion of  vast  portent  with  respect  to  the  Hindenburg  defensive  position. 

The  zone  involved  In  the  British  movement  lay,  roughly,  between  Holnon, 
on  the  south,  and  Gouzeaucourt.  Within  a  few  hours  Peiziere,  Tentpleux- 
le-Geurard,  Epehy,  Ronssoy  and  Villeret  were  behind  the  advanced  British 
forces,  and  bitter  fighting  was  in  progress  at  many  other,  points  in  the  for- 
ward zone. 


Gain    High    Gronnd 

The  advance  thus  far  recorded — In 
some  places  more  than  two  miles — 
means  that  the  British  at  numerous 
points  gained  the  crest  of  the  ridge 
along  which  their  old  front  line  ran 
prior  to  the  German  offensive  in 
March  and  from  their  new  positions 
were  looking  down  on  the  Hinden- 
burg line  in  the  valley  to  the  east. 

That  hard  fighting  wc^ld  be  en- 
countered on  this  sector  was  a  fore- 
gone conclusion.  The  main  enemy 
opposition  cam^,  from  machine  guns 
and  artillery.  The  counter-barrage 
which  the  Germans  sent  over  in  re- 
ply to  the  British  bombardraant  was 
much  more  severe  than  the  enemy 
had  teaen  able  to  provide  in  the  m- 
eent  flgbtlng,  and,  aa  an  additional 
imi^'Vaittfirtliir&iHnknu  maintained 
a  heavy  barrage  over  the  back  ar«as 
with  high  velocity  guns,  which  they 
had  concentrated  for  the  purpose. 
The  shelling  of  the  back  areas  dur- 
ing an  attack  is  to  be  expected  but 
a  barrage  has  seldom  been  attempt- 
ed and   then   without   great   success, 

The  German  Infantry 
quite  fre<uiently  in  places,  in  fact  in 
the  centre  of  the  attack,  where  the 
Australians  were  working,  a  consid- 
erable number  of  greycoats  deliber- 
ately charged  through  the  British 
barrage  to  give  themselves  uo. 

Today's  operations  cannot  be  con- 
sidered as  a  major  operation  as  com- 
pared with  recent  battles.  The  ob- 
jectives sought,  however,  were  im- 
portant both  from  the  refenslve  and 
offensive   standpoints. 

Tanks   Do   Good    8<>rvlee 

Tho  assault  began  at  dawn.  Un- 
fortunately rain  began  to  fall  about 
2  o'clock  and  when  the  British  went 
over  the  top  the  ground  was  already 
slimy  and  hard  to  negotiate,  especial- 
ly when  the  ridges  were  reached  and 
the  men  had  to  charge  up  them. 
Tanks  accompanied  the  troops  and 
rendered  Invaluable  service  in  the 
early  stages  of  the  conflict,  which 
waged  warm   from  the  start. 

The  British  prelimfnary  bombard- 
ment was  brief  and  was  followed  by 
the  customary  barrage  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  advancing  infantry- 
men.

HVE  U.  S.  PLANES 
ARE  MISSING  IN 
BOMBING  FUGHT 

WASHINGTON.  Sept-  18.— Five 
American  planes  are  missing  as  a  re- 
sult of  an  attack  by  a  superior  German 
foroe  during  a  bombing  expedition  In 
Lorraine,  General  Pershing  reported 
in  today's  communique  received  to- 
night by  the  War  Department.  With 
the  exception  of  artillery  activity  in 
L,orraine  and  Alsace,  the  American 
sectors   remain    inactive.

Hot  Kngagement 

One  of  the  hottest  engagemenU 
took  place  Just  south  of  L^  Verguier, 
where  the  Germans  had  fortified 
themselves  in  a  mill.  This  strong- 
hold was  surrounded  and  ISO  of  tha 
garrison    were   forced    to  surrender. 

On  the  right  flank  there  was  equal- 
ly hard  fighting.-  Holnon  had  bean 
Uken  yesterday  as  a  preliminary  to 
today's  atUck  and  from  this  point 
the  British  went  forward.  No  great 
advance  was  expected  in  this  sbna. 
however,  and  t^e  llne'^'had  already 
pushed  forwlird  praotlcally  to  the  oM 
lines. 

Bomb  It  Feet  Long 

Last  Bight  perman  airplanes  were 
busy  bombing  the  8t.  Quentin  sector 
and  the  enemy  mtillacd  a  number  of 
now  type  pranes  of  huge  sise.  'fhree 
of  these  were  shot  down  east  of 
Peronne.  They  were  capable  of  seat- 
ing eight  men.  The  most  astounding 
thing  about  them,  however,  waa  that 
they  carried  bombs  II  feet  long 
which  contained  2,000  pounds  of  ax- 
ploeives.  This  Is  by  far  the  blggeat 
bomb  the  Oermans  have  yet  pro- 
duced.

PARIS,  Sept.  18.— The  text  of  last 
nlght'a  statement  regarding  the  Mace- 
donian  front   reads: 

"Near  Bast,  Sept.  IS. — Our  operations 
undertaken  on  Sept.  16.  on  the  Macedoa- 
laa  front  were  pursued  today  with 
every  success.  The  braach  made  In  the 
enemy's  lines  on  September  IS,  en  the 
front  of  Sokol-Dottrepolje-Vetrenik  was 
widened  to  the  west  and  to  the  east 
for  a  distance  of  more  than  I(  kilo- 
metres and  a  depth  o#-  seven  kilometres.

The  agreement*  whloh  follow  cloee- 
Ijt  thoee  made  with  Norway  and 
Sweden,  assure  to  Denntark  a  supply 
of  foodstuffs,  metals,  machinery,  tex- 
tiles, non-edible  animal  and  vegetable 
preduou.  ehemicalB,  drugs  and  othei^ 
commodities  required  for  M*  needs  tn 
an  aggregate  quantity  of  well  over 
3&2,00e  tons  aianuaiiy. 

Pursuant  to  the  agreement  a  num* 
ber  of  veeeels  sufflcient  to  carry  the 
commodities  to  Denmark  will  be 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  Denmark, 
out  of  the  Danish  tonnage,  which  at 
present  is  employed  in  overseas 
trade.  Ths  remainder  of  the  Danish 
tonnage  in  that  trade  will  remain  at 
the  disposal  Of  the  United  States  'and 
its   associated'  powers. 

No  articles  Imported  into  Denmark 
under  the  provisions  of  the  agreement 
are  to  be  directly  or  Indirectly  ex-

"Our  machines  were  at*Work  all  day 
carrying  out  reconnaissances  and  photo- 
graphy far  uehind  the  German  linss;  ob- 
servihg  and  reporting  the  effect  of  our 
artillery  nre  and  bombing  snemy  air- 
dromes, ammunition  dumps  end  other 
selected  targets.  Kleven  hostile  ma- 
chines were  destroyed  and  Are  others 
drlvAi  down  out  of  control.  Ten  of  our 
machines  are  missing. 

"At  night  we  heavily  bombed  three 
German  airdromes  where  squadrons 
working  In  the  battle  area  are  located. 
Three  large  hostile  night  bombing  msA 
chines  which  came  over  our  lines  were 
detected  by  searchlights,  attacked  frdin 
the  air  aad  brought  down.

Clemenceau  Answers 
Austria's  Peace  Note  — 
fortune  Has  Changed  and 
Nations  Are  Being  Lfcerated 


PARIS.  8«pt.  18. — "We  will  flcht 
nntU  the  hour  when  the  enemy  come* 
io  understand  th&t  barsalnlnf  \f- 
tween  crime  and  rlfht  la  no  lOBCvr 
poMible.'l  declared  Premier  Clemen - 
eeaa  In  an  eloquent  addreae  In  the 
■•iwta  laat  evenlns.  "We  want  a 
juat  and  a  stAnc  peace,  protecting 
th«  futuri)  acainat  the  abominations 
of  the  pa«t." 

The  Premier,  who  was,  enthuel- 
aMcally  greeted,  waa  given  an  ova- 
tlon  aa  be  concluded  and  the  Senate 
voted  that  hie  addreae  should  be  poat- 
•d   throughout   the   country. 

In  Seginnlng,  M.  Clemenceau  apoke 
o|(  the  gratitude  the  people  of  the 
Allied  nations  feel  "toward  those  mar- 
velous soldiers  of  the  Kntente,"  'by 
whom  those  nations  would  at  last  be 
liberated  from  the  barbarian  menace. 
He  recalled  the  threatening  attitude 
of  Germany  toward  pacific  France 
which  had  endured  for  a  half  cen- 
tury "the  Infamoun  wounds,  brutali- 
tiea  and  tyranny  of  an  enemy  who 
would  not  forKive  us  for  having 
saved  from  the  wreck  the  conscious- 
ness of  right  and  Indefeasible  claims 
of   Independence." 

The  Day  of  Glory 

He  pointed  out,  how  without  the 
slightest  pretext  Germany  hurled 
herself  upon  French  territory,  devan- 
tated  the  fields  of  France,  burned 
and  pillaged  her  towns  and  villages 
and  enslaved  her  men,  women  and 
children. 

"The  enemy  thought  that  victory 
would  cause  all  this  to  be  pardoned," 
continued  the  Premier,  "but  fortune 
has  changed.  The  day  of  glory  has 
come.  Our  sons  are  completing  the 
formidable  task  of  their  fathers,  and 
with  brotherly  nations  are  securing 
a  supreme  victory.  All  right-minded 
humanity  Is  with  our  troops  who  are 
liberating  the  nations  from  the  furor 
of  evil  force."    ' 

The  Paris  newspapers  treat  Pre- 
mier Clemenceau's  speech  as  In  effect 
a  reply  to  the  Austro-Hungarlan 
ptace  note,  coupling  It  with  that  of 
A.  J.  Balfour.  They  declare  that  the 
responses  which  President  Wilson, 
f(«crctary  Balfour  and  Premier  Clem- 
enceau have  made  show  them  In 
agreement  on  the  question  and  as  un- 
willing '  to  permit  a  discussion  of 
peace  Which  would  dissipate  the 
storm  driving  against  the  Central 
Powers.

Colonial  Office  Explains  Closer 
Relations  That  Are  Now  Ex- 
istipje;  Between  Britain  and 
Overseas  Dominions. 


OTTAWA.  Sept.  18. — The  follow- 
ing has  been  received  from  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  for  the  Colonies  and 
at  his  request  ban  been  given  out 
hy  the  Director  of  Public  Informa- 
tion: 

"ConHiderable  misapprehension  ex- 
ists with  regai-d  to  the  nature  of 
the  arrangement  recently  concluded 
wherohy  the  Prime  Ministers  of  the 
Dominions  have  been  given  the  right 
of  direct  communication  with  the 
Prime  Minister  of  the  United  Klng- 
Annx  on  certain  matters  and  It  there- 
fore seems  desirable  to  state  the 
exact  nature  of  this  arrangement. 
After  preliminary  discussion  In  the 
recent  Imperial  War  Conference,  the 
subject  was  considered  by  the  _  Im- 
perial War  Cabinet  where  on  the 
30th  of  July  the  following  resolutions 
were    passed: 

"(1)  The  Prime  Ministers  of  the 
Dominions  as  members  of  the  Im- 
perial War  Cabinet  have  the  right 
of  direct  communication  with  the 
Prime  Minister  of  the  United  King- 
dom   and    vice    versa. 

"(2)  Such  communications  should 
he  confined  to  questions  of  cabinet 
Importance.  The  Prime  Ministers 
themselves  are  the  Judges  of  such 
questions. 

"(3)  Telegraphic  communication 
between  the  Prime  Ministers  should 
as  a  rule  be  conducted  through  the 
Colonial  onice.  but  this  will  not  ex- 
clude the  adoption  of  more  direct 
means  of  communication  In  excep- 
tional   cases. 

"(4)  In  order  to  secure  continu- 
ity In  the  work  of  the  Imperial  War 
Cabinet  and  a  permanent  means  of 
consultation  during  the  war  on  the 
more  Important  questions  of  common 
Interest  the  Prime  Minister  of  each 
r.)ominlon  has  the  right  to  non\inate  a 
cabinet  minister  either  as  a  resident 
or  visitor  In  London  to  represent 
him  at  meetings  of  the  Imperial  War 
Cabinet  to  be  held  regularly  between 
parliamentary  sessions.  It  has  re- 
cently been  stated  in  the  overseas 
press  that  there  was  dissatisfaction 
with  colonial  administration  and  this 
.was  chiefly  why  this  question  waa 
raised.  The  discussion  at  the  Imper- 
ial Conference  will  shortly  be  pub- 
llahed  In  a  blue  book  and  that  It 
win  then  be  seen  that  this  statement 
la  contrary  to  fact  and  that  the  as- 
a^umptlon  that  the  attitude  of  the 
Dominions  (n  this  respect  waa  In- 
spired by  distrust  of  the  Colonial  Ot/- 
flee  was  expreasly  repudiated  by  the 
Domhnton    representative*."

The  record  of  German  rule  In 
Bouthwest  Africa,  made  public  as  a 
result  of  Comn»issloner  Gorges'  In- 
vestigations on  the  subject,  make  It 
ImpossVble  that  territory  should 
be  returned  to  Germany  after  the  war. 
The  people  of  South  Africa  would 
never  permit  Its  retrocesalon,  nor  do 
we  think  there  is  any  disposition  on 
the  part  of  BrlUln  to  allow  the  coun- 
try to  revert  to  Teutonic  rule.  Two 
statements  have  already  been  made 
by  British  cabinet  ministers  which 
imply  there  is  no  Intention  of  yielding 
up  any  of  Germany's  colonies.  The 
mlnlstem  responsible  for  these  are 
Mr.  A.  J.  Balfour  and  Mr.  Walter 
L,ong.  and  II  must  be  presumed  both 
spoke  with  authority.  But  at  the 
same  time,  it  la  InevlUbli^lhe  qiuea- 
tlon  will  be  one  to  be  decided  at  the 
peace  conference.  Britain's  attitude, 
aa  the  greatest  of  colonial  rulers,  will 
naturally  exercise  tremendous  sway 
on  this  particular  point. 

The  time  has  not  yet  come  to  speak 
of  the  conditions  of  peace  except  so 
far  as  they  <fon8titute  war  alms,  but 
there  Is  one  aspect  of  these  should 
be  constantly  kept  in  mind.  What 
guarantee  is  Britain  to  have  against 
naval  aggression?  If  there  is  one 
point  upon  wWch  this  Empire  must 
insist  It  Is  upon  safeguards  In  the 
North  Sea.  The  ©rltlsh  Navy,  by  the 
superlative  services  it  has  rendered 
In  the  war  has  won  the  right  to  de- 
mand for  Its  country  that  Heligoland 
shall  no  longer  remain  In  Germany's 
possession.  The  "riddle  of  the  sands" 
must  be  solved  as  a  result  of  this  war, 
and  Great  Britain  Is  entitled  to  de- 
mand, as  one  of  the  terms  of. peace, 
that  the  Kiel  Canal  shall  be  Intema- 
tit^allsed.  and  Schleswlg  Holstein  re- 
turned to  Denmark.  For  the  past 
tw4)tve  .yoars  Britain's  pre -occupation 
in'!  thte-  North  Sea  has  gro^oi  greater 
and  greater.  She  has  been  forced  to 
concentrate  practically  all  her  strength, 
there,  and  the  least  she  oan  ask  for 
in  the  peace  terms  is  that  such  pre- 
occupation shall  be  unnecessary  here- 
after. Germany's  coast  line  should  be 
restricted  \o  the  Baltic,  for  she  haa 
shown  too  plainly  how  her  purpose  In 
ths  war  has  been  to  mass  her  strength 
against  the  heart  of  thla  fihnpire. 

At  the  peace  Conference  there  will 
he  representatives  of  the  Overseas 
Dominions,  who  will  have  a  say  in  the 
deliberations.  It  will  be  their  duty  to 
see  to  It  that  German  naval  power  Is 
curtailed,  unless  ample  guarantees  are 
forthcoming  It  will  hereafter  never  be 
usVd  for  aggressive  purposes.  Prom 
the  standpoint  of  this  Erpplre.  this  la 
the  greatest  of  the  QKftstions  to  come 
before  the  j>eace  aoaterence,  far  more 
Important  than  the  '^iMtura*  of  what 
was  once  Gorman  colonial  empire. 
It  Is  worthy  of  far  more  consideration 
than  has  been  given  It  up.  to  the  pres- 
ent. We  hear  alwaya  of  reparation, 
restitution  and  guarantiee,  and  the 
security  that  different  countries  will 
enjoy  when  the  war  Is  over,  but 
rarely,  If  ever,  of  the  necessity  for 
the  removal  of  the  menace  to  the 
'British  Empire  by  direct  restrictions 
of  Germany's  naval  power.  The 
guerdon  of  the  Grand  Fleet's  watch  In 
the  North  Sea,  which  has  piade  an 
Allied  victory  in  this  war  possVble. 
must  be  ample  and  flnal  assurance 
that  such  a  vigil  will  be  unnecesnar>' 
ever  again.

ones,  Bhowlng  that  the  object  ot  the 
clinic  la   being  attained.

Miss  Ab- 
tmtt  who  uperatad  a  Jitney  for  the 
carrying  to  the  clinic  of  mothers  and 
their  babies,  received  universal  grat- 
itude for  the  careful  way  In  which 
she  carried  <^t  her  dutle.i:  Mrs. 
DapbysWre  and  Mrs.  Edwardson  had 
charge  of  the  tearoom,  a  very  essen- 
tial part  of  the  proceedings,  and  very 
capably  managed  this  department, 
and  Mr.  Wllaon,  Janitor  of  the  school, 
helped  in  Innumerable  ways  which 
won  him  thanks.  To  Dr.  Price,  of 
course,  .  the  greatest  measure  of 
jnratltude  was  shown  for  so  generous- 
ly riving  of  his  time  and  skilled 
knowledge  In  the  examination  of  the 
Infants. 

It  has  been  suggested  by  Miss 
Heading,  senior  nurse  of  the  Saanlch 
school  district,  that  similar  clinics 
could  advantageously  be  conducted  at 
the  various  schools  In  Saanlch  and 
elsewhere  where  Women's  Institutes 
and  the  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses 
could  co-operate  In  the  arrange- 
ments.

Major  Jeffrey  Harper  Bull, 
D.S.O.,  Member  of  Family 
Weli-Kaown  All  Through 
Canada,  Dies  Fighting. 


Among  the  names  added  recently 
to  Toronto's  Honor  Roll  th*t  of 
Major  Jeffrey  Harper  Bull,  D.  S.  C, 
younger  eon  of  the  late  Mr.  B.  H. 
Bull  and  Mra.  Bull,  of  Hawthorne 
Lodge,  Brampton,  will  attract  the 
attention  of  Victoria  readera,  a«  the 
family  la  one  which  la  wall  koown 
throughout  Canada,  and  there  are 
few  plaoea  where  one  or  other  of  Its 
membera  do  not  enjoy  a  wide  circle 
at  friends.  Mra.  Bull,  the  dead 
officer's  mother,  la  at  preeent  living 
at  Meredith  Crescent,  Toronto,  where 
the  news  of  her  son's  death  In  action 
reached    her   a   few   days  ago. 

Major  Bull- went  overaeaa  with  the 
76th  Baiulion,  with  captain's  rank, 
and  was  only  a  month  in  the  trenchea 
before  he  was  promoted  to  major. 
For  a  time  he  was  second  In  com- 
mand of  the  battalion,  and  was  twice 
wounded  before  he  received  his  fatal 
Injuries.  On  the  oocaslon  when  he 
iras  awarded  the  D.  S.  O.  a  few 
montha  ago  Major  Bull  was  given  an 
opportunity  to  transfer  to  the  Ameri- 
can Army  to  return  from  overaeaa 
iK-ith  the  rank  of  Colonel  and  auper- 
viae  the  training  of  United  Statea 
■oldiera.  This  honor  he  declined, 
preferring  to  remain  In  the  thick  of 
(Jie  nghtlng  In  France. 

In  hia  career  •■  a  student  at 
Toronto  University,  from  which  he 
graduated  in  1908,  Major  Bull  waa 
eminently  aucceaaful.  He  was  aecond 
vice-president  of  hla  year,  and  took'  a 
very  active  part  In  college  life  in 
general.  He  was  a  third  year  law 
student  at  Osgood  Hall  when  he  en- 
lIstM,  and  lost  no  time  in  entering 
Colonel  -  Beokett'a  command. 

His  brother.  W.  Perkins  Bull,  K.  C. 
founded  ths  Psrklns  Bull  Hospital  at 
Putney  Heath.  England,  where  Can- 
adian officers  are  nursed  back  to 
health.  It  is  only  a  fortnight  since 
Mr.  W.  P.  Bull  returned  to  his  old 
home  in  Toronto  after  an  absence  of 
five  and  a  halt  years  ih  ths  old  land, 
and  h^  itfm  In  New  York  on  his  way 
back  to  ISpgland  when  news  of  his 
brother's  death  reached  him.

Belief  Exists  There  Can  Bo  No  Return 

to  Old  Days  of  Settled  Trench 

Warfare. 


WITH  THE  CANADIAN  FORCES 
IN  FRANCE,  Sept.  1 8.— Quietness 
prevails  along  the  Canadian  front. 
though  only  a  comparative  quietness. 
There  Is  that  In  the  British  ranks  to- 
day which  admits  of  no  return  to  the 
old  days  of  settled  trenct)  warfare. 
Both  sides  are  watching.  Raidlnfi: 
contlnuss  along  the  Canal  du  Nord, 
our  bag  yesterday  morning  being  an 
officer.  There  is  much  shelling,  the 
saa,  which  he  poujrs  over  In  quanti- 
ties suggesting  a  purpose  which  does 
not  materiaiixe.  Sniping  with  big 
guns  has  become  a  feature  of  the 
present  conditions.  Night  bombing  la 
developing  with  the  moon,  but  the 
capable  handling  of  the  searchlights 
of  the  Canadian  front  is  defeating  the 
enemy's  Intentions. 

I.ia8t  night  waa  an  ex.imple  of  tho 
efficiency  of  thia  method  of  blocklxig 
the  raidera.  Everyone  was  turned 
back,  moat  of  them  being  caught  in 
the  raya  and  held  until  they  acurricd 
to  safety.  One  was  brought  down  In 
flames,  the  crew  of  the  bomber  tak- 
ing to  parachutes  and  landing  within 
the  Canadian  lines.  Again  today  an 
enemy  machine  crashed,  but  its  craw 
saved  their  lives  by  parachutes.

The  place  of  the  convention  for 
next  year  will  be  the  same  as  that 
cho&en  for  the  Union  of  B.  C.  Munl- 
cipalllies.  Victoria  has  sent  In  nn 
invitation. 

Retiring  President  McKenzle.  In 
giving  his  presidential  address  to  the 
convention,  pointed  out  the  necessity 
of  connecting  up  the  coast  with  the 
Interior  by  means  of  a  system  of 
good    roads. 

Gold   Higliway    Bonds 

The  convention  took  considerable 
Interest  In  a  letter  from  Hon.  John 
Keen,  of  Kaslo.  Speaker  of  the 
Legislature,  who  advocated  a  change 
from  the  system  of  building  roada 
out  of  current  provincial  revenue.  He 
favored  the  issuance  of  $6,000,000 
worth  of  gold  highway  bonds  for  10 
years  bearing  6  or  7  per  cent,  the 
money  to  be  spent  on  permanent 
road  work  contract  arranged  by  a 
specially  employed  engineer. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  con- 
vention, although  sympathy  with  the 
suggestion   was   expressed. 

Upon  motion  of  Messrs.  Wagen- 
hauser,  Pentlcton,  and  Harvey,  Vic- 
toria, Ottawa  waa  urged  to  give  con- 
sideration to  the  question  of  provid- 
ini5  G;ranta  for  the  various  provinces 
in  order  to  assist  in  the  building  of 
a  trana-Canada  highway. 

Rule  of  the  Road 

The  rule  of  the  road  resolution 
adopted  last  year  and  which  favors 
changing  lo  the  right  hand  side  from 
the  left  waa  again  urged  at  thla  con- 
vention upon  the  suggestion  of  Mayor 
Oale.  He  said,  however,  that  it  was 
not  likely  the  change  could  be  made 
at  once  a£  It  might  Involve  an  ex- 
penditure of  $600,000  and  the  ques- 
tion of  compensation  to  the  B.  C. 
Electric  end  other  companies  af- 
fected  would   have   to  be  taken  up. 

Jjengthy  discussion  arose  over  a 
r-.otion  by  Messrs.  Harvey,  of  Vic- 
toria, and  Watson,  of  North  Vancou- 
ver, that  the  British  Columbia  and 
Dominion  Governments  co-operate 
for  the  purpose  of  putting  interned 
aliens  at   work   upon   the    roads. 

"They  are  only  living  at  our  ex- 
pene  while  our  men  in  Germany  are 
abused,"  said   Mr.   Watson. 

"I  would  like  to  see  all  enemy 
aliens  included  as  well  as  the  In- 
terned ones,"  said  D.  B*.  Johnston,  of 
Kamloops.  "The  Federal  Govern- 
ment has  not  done  as  It  should  have 
done.  These  men  should  be  working 
at  $1.10  a  day,  the  same  pay  as  given 
oify-  soldiers.  These  swine  are  play- 
ing tennis  In  internment  camps,  while 
our  men  in  the  boche  camps  are  suf- 
fering tcturea." 

Mr.  Walters,  of  Tale,  pointed  out 
that  the  Provincial  Government  has 
no  jurisdiction  in  the  matter  and  It 
waa  also  against  international  law  to 
force  alien  enemies  to  work. 

Eventually,  however,  the  resolution 
was  adopted  with  only  two  delegates 
against,  one  of  these,  Mr.  J.  N.  Cun- 
ningham, of  New  Westminster,  ex- 
plaining that  he  did  not  consider  the 
motion  a  democratic  one.  It  savored 
too  much  of  German  method. 

"We    can    tniat    our    premiers      to 
handle   the    matter,"      said      Commis- 
sioner Gillespie.   South   Vancouver. 
Inter-provlnrial    Highway 

Attorney-General  Farris,  speaking 
at  the  evening  meeting,  preceded 
Mayor  Gale  on  the  platform.  He 
made  It  known  that  the  Government 
was  heartily  in  sympathy  with  tho 
work  of  the  Good  Roads  League,  but 
it  was  only  through  mutual  apprecia- 
tion of  tho  problems  of  the  Province 
by  both  Government  and  people  that 
anything  In  the  nature  of  permanent 
roads    could    be    accomplished. 

A  dollar  in  the  old  days  also  did 
the  work  of  a  dollar  and  a  half  now, 
hence  the  difficulty  ahead  of  the 
Goverrment  in  meeting  today's  needs 
could  hardly  be  appreciated.  Out  of 
a  normal  revenue  of  six  millions  the 
Government  had  to  spend  three  on 
flxed  charges  SQd  two  on  education, 
leaving  \-ery  little  for  public  works. 
The  Minister  appealed  for  "sympa- 
thetic intelligent  support"  from  the 
people.  British  Oolumbia  could  never 
succeed  with  sectloiuillsm.  the  cities 
and  the  outlying  districts  were  each 
dependent  on  the  other.  He  an- 
nounced that  the  Government  was 
▼ery  anxious  to  have  the  Inter-pro- 
▼Inelal  highway  completed  but  would 
not  go  on  with  it  until  the  question 
of  route  had  been  definitely  de- 
cided.

Toronto  Minister  Urges  Re- 
vision of  Athanasian  Creed 
— ^Subject  Arouses  Discus- 
sion at  Synod  Meeting. 


TORONTO.  Sept.  18.— The  ap- 
pointment of  a  war  commission  com- 
posed partly  of  members  of  the 
Synod  and  partly  from  clergy  and 
church  people  from  all  over  the 
Dominion  Is  probable,  as  the  result 
of  a  resolution  adopted  this  morning 
at  the  session  of  the  general  synod 
of  the  Church  of  England  In  Can- 
ada. The  commission  will  deal  with 
all  problems  arising  out  of  the  war 
and  affeclng  the  church.  A  motion 
introduced  by  the  commission  ap- 
pointed yesterday  was  to  the  effect 
that  another  commission  be  formed 
to  discuss  the  whole  matter  with  tho 
House  of  Bishops.  It  was  approved 
unanimously. 

When  the  revision  of  the  I^rayer 
Book  was  taken  up  by  the  synod  In 
joint  session.  Right  Rev.  David  Wil- 
liams, Bishop  of  Huron,  moved  that 
the  Creed  of  St.  Athanaslus  be  read 
on    Trinity   Sunday. 

He  referred  to  the  wide  divergence 
of  opinion  among  members  of  the 
Anglican  faith  regarding  the  creed 
and  stated  that  the  revision  commit- 
tee in  recommending  this  reading  of 
the  statement  of  faith  once  a  year 
had  endeavored  to  please  all  sections 
of    the    church. 

There  was  a  large  element  op- 
posed to  the  recitation  of  the  creed 
at  any  time,  he  aatd,  and  a  large 
number,  possibly  a  larger  one,  held 
the  opinion  that  the  c^ed  shopid  not 
be  eliminated  entirely  from  the  ser- 
vice  of   the  church. 

Trinitarian    Faith 

It  was  the  only  creed  yith  a  posi- 
tive statement  of  the  Trlnltariart  faith 
and  he  hoped  that  those  who  ob- 
jected to  the  language  used  would 
restrain  themselves  and  try  to  act 
charitably. 

"Remember  that  In  the  creeds  It 
is  not  the  Individual  that  speaks,"  he 
said. 

"The  statements  are  such  that  no 
Individual  might  be  justified  in  mak- 
ing, but  they  are  the  statements  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  and  as  such  the 
church  as  the  body  of  Christ,  must 
state. 

"The  retention  of  this  creed  on 
Trinity  Sunday  should  be  exceedingly 
appropriate  and  I  hope  will  not  be 
turned  down  by  the  synod." 

Archdeacon  Pateraon-Smythe  de- 
clared that  the  creed  ahould  be  left 
in  the  Prayer  Book  as  a  creed  of  the 
church  without  any  Rubric  directing 
its    use. 

Rev.  Dr.  Cayley.  Toronto,  strongly 
opposed  the  retention  of  the  ana- 
thema or  minatory  clauses  of  the 
Athanasian  Creed  but  he  did  not 
want  the  other  clauses  containing  the 
.masterly  exposition  of  the  Trinity  ex- 
purged   completely. 

He  urged  the  synod  to  adopt  the 
creed  without  any  of  the  mnlatory 
clauses  and  moved  a  resolution  atrik- 
ing  out  veraea  1.  2,  38,  29,  41  and  42. 

Biahop  Bidwell  of  Ontario  asked 
how  this  could  be  done  In  face  of 
Article  8  which  provides  that  the 
Athanasian  Creed  "ought  thoroughly 
to    be    received    and   believed." 

Professor  Abbott  Smith,  Montreal, 
declared  that  the  proposition  of  Dr. 
Cayley  was  impossible  while  Bishop 
Doull,  of  Kootenay.  appealed  forth,^ 
withdrawal    of   the   resolution. 

The  request  to  eliminate  verse  29 
which  reads:  "Furthermore,  it  is 
neceaaal-y  to  eternal  aalvatlon:  that 
he  also  believed  faithfully  the  in- 
carnation of  our  I..ord  Jesus  Christ," 
he  said   was  an    insult  to  the   church.

Roy 
Chandler,  who  has  been  a  prisoner 
in  Oermany  for  a  lonir  time,  has 
been  received  by  a  local  resident 
through  a  Mtter  from  a  soldier  now 
In  England  who  escaped  from  Oer- 
many a  year  aco.  While  In  Oer- 
many this  soldier  was  quartered  with 
Roy  Chandler,  whose  relatives  live 
at  Colqults.  In  speaking  of  his  com- 
rades In  exile  h«  referred  particular- 
ly, to  the  local  boy: 

"Roy  Chandler  was  (he  only  one. 
I  think.  frdVn  Victoria,  the  others 
being  from  Winnipeg.  Roy  was  the 
one  I  mentioned  In  a  previous  let- 
ter to  you  as  Ukinx  such  rough 
handling  from  the  Oermans  before 
they  could  set  him  down  a  mine. 
One  of  his  brothers  In  married.  Roy 
was  a  right  good  sort,  all  the  boys 
affectionately  calling  him  "Hay- 
seed."

He  en- 
listed last  Fall  and  was  sUUoned  at 
Baaulmalt,  leaving  with  a  draft  on 
January  of  this  year  and  crossing  to 
France  in  AprlL  He  was  21  years  of 
age  last  June. 

Besides  his  mother  and  father,  he 
leaves  one  sister.  His  uncle,  Mr. 
Rutherford  Noble,  lives  at  627  Niagara 
Street. 

Killed.  Aogwst  10 

A  few  days  aso  news  came  to  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  J.  A.  Wrtsht,  of  841  Selkirk 
Avenue,  that  their  son,  Pte.  Earl 
Frederick  Wrl«ht,  lo«t  his  life  in  ac- 
tion on  August  10. 

PU.  Wriaht  left  Victoria  In  1916 
with  the  11th  C.M.R..  having  Joined 
the  unit  In  July,  1916.  After  cettlng 
overseas  ho  transferred  to  the  2nd 
C.M.R.,  and  was  fighting  with  that 
gallant  force  when  he  met  his  death. 

H«  was  not  yet  20.  A  native  of 
Bolsevatn,  Manitoba,  he  came  to  Vic- 
toria seven  or  eight  years  ago,  and 
attended  Lampson  Street  School  as  a 
lad.  A  brother,  James,  Is  still  In 
France,  having  gone  overseas  with  the 
4Sth  Battalion,  which  waa  afterwards 
converted  Into  Canadian  Pioneers. 
There  are  two  slaters,  one  being  with 
the  British  War  Mission  at  Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

Another  Wounded 

Mrs.  8.  Mackintosh  yesterday  morn- 
ing received  from  Ottawa  a  telegram 
Informing  her  that  her  husband,  Pte. 
William  Mackintoah,  of  the  29th  Bat- 
talion, haa  been  admitted  to  No.  7 
Casualty  Clearing  Station  suffering 
with  gunshot  wounds  in  the  head, 
back  and  abdomen. 

Pte.  Mackintoah  went  away  with  the 
88  th  Battalion  two  years  ago  last 
May  and  has  been  two  years  In  France. 
He  has  been  wounded  several  times, 
but  not  seriously.  He  waa  taken 
prlaoner  by  the  Oermans  about  three 
months  ago.  but  succeeded  in  escap- 
ing from  his  captors  after  two  days, 
and  reached  his  own  lines  again  with 
great  difficulty,  his  clothes  being  torn 
to  tatters  and  he  himself  being  badly 
scratched  by  the  barbed  wire  through 
which  he  had  to  pass.  After  that  he 
waa  for  a  short  time  in  hospital  rest- 
ing, but  eventually  was  sent  back  to 
the  fighting  line  again. 

Before  the  war,  Pte.  Mackintoah 
was  a  bricklayer  in  the  city.  His 
wife,  living  at  402  Michigan  Street, 
has  four  brothers  serving  overseas, 
and  her  father,  Pte.  Sam  McVee,  who 
also  donned  khaki  and  went  overseas 
with  the  87th,  is  now  back  In  the  oHy. 
In  V.A.D.  Hospital 

Friends  In  the  city  have  learned 
that  Sgt.  W.  A.  McLean,  who  left  with 
the  lOSrd  Battalion  in  June,  1916.  for 
overseas,  and  who  later  transferred  to 
the  artillery,  was  wounded  lii  action 
on  August  20,  and  Is  now  in  the  V.A.D. 
tJospital  at  Birmingham.  Sergt.  Mc- 
Lean was  one  of  the  five  or  six  who 
constituted  "The  Shack"  boys,  Howe 
Street,  Fairfield,  nearly  all  of  whom 
Joined  the  colors  since  the  outbreak 
of  the  war.  He  had  many  friends  in 
Victoria  who  will  be  glad  to  learn 
when  he  is  able  to  leave  hospital.

Dr.  Uchida.  professor  of  history  In 
the  University  of  Tokio,  and  one  of

Hla 
Lordship  Informed  the  Premier  that 
If.  as  the  latter  atated,  there  exlata 
any  situation  under  which  the  develop- 
ment of  the  mineral  reoouroea  of  the 
great  area  eomprined  within  the  limits 
of  the  K.  Sc  N.  belt  are  retarded,  aajr- 
thing  the  company  can  do  to  remedy 
such  a  condition  would  be  fully  con- 
aidered. 

At  the  requeat  of  Premier  Oliver, 
His  LK>rdahlp  agreed  that  he  would 
confer  with  Hon.  William  Sloan.  Min- 
ister of  Mines,  when  he  reached  Van- 
couver last  night,  the  Minister  now 
being  at  th«  Terminal  City,  where  he 
is  conferring  with  repreeentatlves  of 
the  miners  and  mining  companies  af- 
fected by  the  existing  labor  troubles 
in  the  Crow's  Nest  Pasa  coal  fields. 

The  situation  whereunder  dual 
titles  to  mineral  lands  exist  within  ths 
area  granted  to  the  E.  A  N.  Railway 
Company,  has  proved  a  difficult  one 
in  the  past,  and  has.  perhaps,  retard- 
ed mineral  development  there  more 
than   for   any   other   reason. 

Handicap  on  Proap«ctors 

Under  the  existing  status,  the  title 
to  all  base  metals  lies  In  the  railway 
company,  while  the  precious  metals 
remain  In  right  of  the  Province.  Un- 
der such  an  arrangement  the  pros- 
pector who  locates  a  claim  and  pro- 
ceeds to  develop  It  must,  if  he  desires 
to  sepure  title  to  It,  comply  with  Pro- 
vincial regulations  and  at  the  same 
time  fulfil  any  requirements  imposed 
by  the  company.  If  he  la  located  upon 
land  containing  what  are  known  aa 
the  base  metals,  as  distinguished  from 
the  precious  metals.  Bven  in  the  case 
of  the  latter  the  same  difficulty  has 
arisen,  for  while  a  prospector  may  lo- 
cate a  gold  claim,  experience  shows 
that  Invariably  other  metals  are  en- 
countered which  bring  the  claim  Into 
the  category  governed  by  the  dual  con- 
ditions. In  consequence  in  the  past 
development  haa  been  retarded  be- 
cause of  the  uncertainty  and  dlffloul- 
ties  encountered  by  a  prospector  and 
miner  in  securing  full  title. 

At  last  year's  session  of  the  Provin- 
cial XjOgislature  a  resolution  author- 
ising Hon.  William  Sloan,  Minister  of 
Mines,  to  take  up  with  the  company 
negotiations  to  the  end  that  some  sys- 
tem of  simplifying  the  title  situation 
may  be  sought  was  passed.  The  Min- 
ister got  in  touch  with  the  company, 
but  that  appears  to  be  as  far  as  the 
matter  has   proceeded  to  this   date. 


GRIMLY  PLEASED  AT 

AMERICAN  REPLY 


WITH  THE  AMERICAN  ARMY  IN 
FRANCE,  Sept.  18.  —  Prom  the 
manner  in  which  the  American  army 
received  the  news  of  President  Wil- 
son's t-eply  to  Austria-Hungary's  peace 
note,  its  attitude  might  be  characteris- 
ed  as  one  of  grim   approval. 

The  report  of  the  Austrian  sugges- 
tion that  a  peace  conference  be  held 
circulated  rapidly  yesterday,  and  the 
officers  and  men  expressed  the  belief 
that  none  of  the  Allied  Oovernmente, 
certainly  not  theirs  would  yield  to 
what  they  regarded  as  a  trick  of  the 
Central  Powers  to  gain  time. 

As  the  news  of  President  Wilson's 
brief  answer  moved  steadily  toward 
the  outposts  and  was  passed  on  by  one 
soldier  to  another  there  was  a  feel- 
ing of  relief  among  the  officers  of  high 
rank,  and  an  air  of  satisfaction  from 
the  enlisted  men.

iaadraaa  whleh  are  limited,  of  the 
aplaadld  sarvlooo  belns  given  by  the 
V.  A.  0*0  and  other  voluntary  help- 
ers in  the  Red  Cross  hospitals  of  the 
Old  Land,  and  many  o\her  matters, 
wore  given  The  Colonist  yesterday  by 
Mra.  Charlosworih,  a  former  well- 
kaewa  Motckooln  resident,  who  has 
Just  arrtrod  back  in  Victoria  after 
tkroa  years  of  special  nursing  serv- 
ice In  Engtend. 

It  was  in  July,  111 6.  that  Mrs. 
Charlesworth  left  Victoria  for  over- 
seas, attached  to  the  A.  P.  M.  ( . 
(Almeric  Paget  MiliUry  Maasa^^e 
Corps).  She  returns  wearing  the 
■mart  navy-blue  uniform  of  the  serv- 
Ico.  with  trim  regulation  hat  of  the 
same  oolor.  Two  crimson  bars  on 
the  shoulder  straps  designate  hor 
relativo  rank  In  a  service  recogntaed 
by  tho  iniUtary.  Mitis  Rawson,  who 
for  some  time  has  been  working  as 
second  In  command  under  Mrs. 
Charlesworth,  has  returned  with  her 
to  Victoria,  and  the  two  ladles  owing 
to  their  unfamiliar  uniform,  have 
aroused  not  a  little  curiosity  when 
they  hava  appeared  together  on  the 
streets  in  the  city. 

Began  In  'tS 
It  is  20  years  since  Mrs.  Charles- 
worth completed  a  course  of  training 
In  massage  and  electrical  treatment 
work,  paasint;  the  Incorporated  So- 
ciety of  Trained  Masseuses'  examina- 
tion In  1898.  6ne  was  one  of  the 
first  six  students  ty  take  the  medical 
electrical  certificate  in  London  under 
Dr.  Inglls  Parsons  in  the  same  year. 
and  by  several  years'  «xperience  sub- 
sequently worked  up  a  knowledge  of 
the  subjects  which  placed  her  among 
the  experts  of  the  profession  in 
England.  In  order  that  she  might 
bring  her  kngwledge  right  up  to  date, 
she  attended  Guy's  hospital  electrical 
department  for  a  period  after  going 
overeat  in  1015,  putting  herself  aa 
closely  in  touch  aa  possible  with  the 
most  recent  methods  in  practice  and 
familiarizing  herself  at  the  same  time 
with  the  raore  modem  electrical  ap- 
pliances which  have  come  into  use 
during  late  years. 

8ho  then  went  to  the  Canadian  Hos- 
pital at  Deal  as  a  volunteer  helper, 
later  proceeding  to  the  hospital  con- 
ducted by  Lady  Juliet  Duff  in  Gros- 
vonor  Square.  She  was  at  East- 
bourne Camp  for  a  short  time  before 
she  was  sent  to  Ballyvonare  Camp  in 
Ireland  to  take  charge  of  the  work 
there.  This  last  was  an  important 
position,  as  there  were  600  patients 
treated  there  dally  for  whom  she  waa 
responsible  in  addition  to  having 
charge  of  the  Nursing  Sisters'  mess. 
Eventually,  in  January,  1017,  she  was 
sent  to  the  Royal  Naval  Division 
Camp  at  Blandford,  Dorset,  remain- 
ing there  until  the  camp  was  taken 
over  by  the  Royal  Air  Force,  when 
eha  rejoined  the  Royal  Naval  Di- 
vialon  on  Sallabury  Plain,  with  which 
she  continued  to  work  until  she  re- 
turned to  Canada.  This  last  move 
sho  made  with  the  idea  of  becom- 
ing attached  to  a  similar  corps  near 
Victoria.  If  possible,  in  order  to  be 
near  her  husband,  who  came  back 
hero  over  a  year  ago  after  a  period 
0/  service  In  Serbia. 

Ftao  V(rtnnt«er  Work 

Mrs.  Charlesworth  vis  unftlnted  '  in 
her  praise  of  the  mahner  in  which 
the  Red  Cross  hospltala  are  operated 
In  England.  She  spoke  of  the  gen- 
eroiM  way  in  which  people  had  given 
}^p  their  houses  to  be  turned  into 
nursing  Institutions  for  the  treatment 
of  wounded  and  sick  soldiers.  These 
ptecos  are  conducted  under  strict  mil- 
itary supervlaion,  but  ,  operated  by 
the  Red  Cross,  while  as  a  rule  a 
military  doctor  or  honorary  surgeon 
la  In  residence.  V.  A.  D'a  do  all 
the  housework  and  under-nursing, 
while  even  the  cook  is  very  often  a 
volunteer  helper.  In  fact,  almost 
without  exception,  such  institutions 
pay  only  ■  the  trained  matron  and 
whatever  fully  trained  nursing  sisters 
may  be  empIoyed<  Orderlies  as  a 
rule  in  the  past  have  been  on  hand 
to  do  the  lifting  and  stretcher  work, 
but  even  this  practice  is  being  given 
up.  Districts  in  which  the  Red  Cross 
hospitals  are  situated  undertake  to 
l(^k  after  the  needs  of  such  places 
in  respect  to  volunteer  helpers  for 
tendimc  the  telephone  so  many  hours 
per  ilay,  looking  after  the  mending, 
helping  with  the  dishwashing  and 
scrubbing  of  the  floors.  As  far  a  the 
resporsibility  of  such  hospitals  to  the 
military  authorities  is  concerned  Mrs. 
CharHswoiib  said  that  a  strict  ac- 
count had  to  be  turned  over  at  regu- 
lar intervals  of  the  coot  6f  food  per 
capitis  and  general  expense  of  opera- 
tion. Friends  In  the  neighborhood 
give  aa  generously  as  they  are  able 
of  fruit,  vegeUbles.  fowls,  milk  and 
flowers,  and  the  coat  of  operation  of 
such  hoppltal  in  consequence  falls 
lightly  on  the  military  and  even  on 
tho   Red   Cross.

Now  the  individuals  of  each  nation  must  live  as  well  as 
fightt  therefore  a  proportion  of  the  effort  and  material 
of  eaich  nation  must  be  diverted  from  war  purposes  to 
living  necessities. 

So  the  less  each  individual  takes  for  himself  or^  herself 
for  personal  use  the  more  effort  will  there  be  left  for 
figbtmg  and  wmniag  the  war. 

Every  cent  you  ap^nd  represents  that  much  effort  be- 
cause somtbod;r  must  do  something  for  you  in  order  to 
earn  that  cent--someEo3y's  effort  must  be  given  to 
you  instead  of  to  the  war,     % 

Therefore  the  lest  jou  apend-^the  less  of  somebody's 
effort  you  take  for  your  individual  use— the  more  will 
you  leave  m  the  national  aorphia  for  war  effort. 

The  war  can  be  wOo  only  by  the  surplus  strength  of 
the  allied  nations.  The  money  each  mciividual  saves 
represenu  that  aurplua  strength. 

So  the  truly  loyal  Canadian  will  use  less,  spend  less, 
and  save  more,  to  help  to  win  the  war.

The  writer  describee  the  effect 
produced  in  Russia  by  the  declslen  of 
tho  Allies  to  «e  to  the  reaeue  of  the 
C**eho-Slevak*  aad  by  the  landlns  of 
troop*  at  Vladlvootock  and  on  the 
Manaan  coast,  In  Siberia  the  Im- 
modiaU  result,  was  an  aati-Bolshevik 
rldnff.  while  the  l^rmaa  Soviet  of 
Workmen*'  and  Peasant*'  Deputle*  at 
oaeo  wont  over  to  the  AUloe. 

Theo*  development*  hav*  oau*ed 
vraat  diaqalot  to  tho  Bokhovtk 
fOToramont.  Oorman  priooaer*  were 
oaroUcd  in  th*  Rod  Onard  and  a 
dooroo  laniod  by  tho  Soviet  of  People's

Ttjft 
Bolihovik*  will  be  able  to  mobili**  no 
army,  **poolally  a*  amonv  th*  work- 
ins  ola**e*  a  vr*at  antl-Bolabeviat 
movament  ia  already  becominr  mani- 
feat,  aa  a  reault  of  the  terrible  un- 
employment and  famine." 

He  proceeda  to  five  some  idea  of 
the  state  of  affaira  to  which  Ruaaia 
haa  been  reduced  and  of  the  crowing 
reaeatment  of  people  of  all  claaae* 
acainat  the  Bolsheviks,  who  are  r«- 
aponalble  for  the  chaoa  and   miaery^ 

"Strictly  apeakiny,  civil  war  exlsta 
throua^hout  the  whole  of  Ruaaia  at 
preaent  with  the  exception  of 
Petrofrad  and  dlatricts,  and  in  con- 
sequsnce  works  are  idle  for  want  of 
fuel  and  material.  I>urinv  the  first 
three  months  of  the  naviaatlon  seaaon 
of  this  year  the  exports  were  only 
alx  per  cent  of  those  of  last  year. 
The  coal  districta  have  been  idle  for 
tho  laat  five  roontha,  the  workmen 
have  fled  and  the  mine  shafts  are 
flooded,  the  consequence  of  which  in 
the  near  future  will  hh  the  stoppace 
of  the  whole  of  the  Russian  railways. 
In  the  winter  In  Petroarad  we  aball 
be  without  ll(ht.  without  fuel,  with- 
out water,  aa  net  only  will  there  be 
no  coal  or  naptha.  but  there  will  be 
no  wood.  We  are  faced  In  the  near 
future  by  atarvatlon." 

In  Moacow  and  Petrograd  and 
other  induatrial  centrea  the  anti- 
Bolshevlat  movement  Is  spreading  and 
the  writer  recorda  an  attempt  by  the 
people  to  organise  a  aimnltaneous 
political  strike  early' in  July  in  all 
works  and  on  all  railways  "as  a  pro- 
test againat  the  arbitrary  poUtica  and 
action*  of  th*  Bolohovlks."  The  at- 
tempt wa*  fnutrated  by  the  latter, 
who  threatened  the  atrikers  with 
wholoeal*  alanghtcr.  "Aa  the  popu- 
lation I*  In  a  very  depreaaed  condi- 
tion," the  writer  continue*,  "the 
atrike  did  not  matarlallse,  but  the 
mere  fact  of  It*  organliation  is  claar 
indication  of  the  beginning  of  the  end 
*  Botahevik  ijower." 

la*t  *nd*Cvour  to  conciliate 
the  people,  the  Bolsheviks  are  taking 
step*  to  nationalise  all  industries,  but 
th*  *eh«vi*  1*  *o  far  a  matt*r  only 
of  words,  as  they  are  unable  to  carry 
it  out  in  fact;  and  in  the  writer's 
opinion  their  fall  will  come  before 
anything  further  In  done  in  this 
direction. 

S7*teu  Tottering 

On  every  side  the  power  of  the 
Bolsheviks  is  tottering  to  its  fall. 
"In  the  unoccupied  districts  the  no- 
minal authority  Is  the  Soviet  of 
People's  Commissioners,  but  every 
town  and  village  has  its  own  Soviet 
(Oonncll  of  workmen,  peasants  and 
Red  army  Deputiea)  who  carry  out 
the  decrees  of  the-  central  authority 
to  aay  extent  that  ploaaea  them. 
It  le  truer  to  aay  that  e^ryone  acta 
at  hi*  own  diacratlon.  and  he  who 
I*  for  the  moihent  the  atrongeat 
govema." 

In  the  occupied  diatrlcta  the  caae 
of  the  Bolahevlka  I*  even  worae. 
Being  no  longer  of  uae  aa  German 
toola,  they  are  rathleaaly  thrown 
aoldo.  Th*  former  organs  ef  aelf- 
govomment  are  being  replaced  by  the 
Oormana,  eld  official*  are  reinstated 
In  thdir  oftle**,  aad  th*  land  ia 
forcibly  rotoraed  to  It*  former  owners. 
■    In  outward  appearance  thpr*  la  a  r*- 


Coat  of 

Tho*  high  oo*t  of  Ihring  haa  mad* 
Ufa  ta  Potiogiad  a  eoaataat  *trusgle 
for  oxlaloaoo.  Prlvata  people^  are

The  public  throws  Itaelf 
on  any  food  and.  purchasing  it.  im- 
r*edl»*tty  eonauma*  it.  The  peopl* 
ar*  failing  by  ten*  In  the  streets  from 
l^tarvatlon.  add  when  taken  to  the 
^oepltal  40  per  cent  of  them  die,  aad 
the  longer  thl*  gee*  on  the  greater 
will  ihe  number  become.  The 
hoepltaJ*  are  full  of  people  ill  from 
hunger." 

The  writer  ends  on  a  note  almost 
ef  deepalr.  "Mud.  dust  and  filth 
everywhere:  etreets  and  courtyards 
remain  uncleaned.  and  roads  unre- 
paired. There  la  no  police  whatever, 
even  the  former  militia  being  dla- 
banded.  In  apito  of  this,  we  shall 
live.  We  cannot  expect  anything 
better  before  us,  we  oan  only  say  with 
certainty  that  the  Winter  will  be  in 
far  worse  conditions,  even  though  the 
crops  should  be  good,  for  the  wheat 
will  not  reach  na.  there  being  no 
meana  tQ  convey  it  to  ua. 

"The  whole  family  life  rests  on 
whether  tomorrow  we  i«hall  have 
aufflcient  to  eat.  or  muat  we  atarve."

Mr.  J.  B.  Sun^rUnd,  chief  a**l*t- 
ant  regietrar  for  British  Columbia. 
Vancouver,  has  received  lastruotlona 
that  every  United  Statea  citlaen  be- 
tween certain  age*  living  In  British 
Columbia  has  to  register  under  the 
Canadian  Military  Serrtee  Act 

This  act  la  taken  under  the  recen^ 
conventUon  between  Great  Britain 
and  the  United  States  and  It  makes 
no  difference  if  Americana  are  mar- 
ried or  aingle.  If  they  are  between 
the  a'gea  on8  and  46  they  are  com- 
pelled to  register  with  Ihe  Canadian 
authorities.  For  purpoaea  of  admin- 
istration the  agea  are  divided  Into 
three  groups.  Group  one  la  81  to  SO, 
both  incluaive.  The  aecond  group  is 
agea  19,  20  and  81  to  44  both  in- 
cluaive,  and   the   third  la   18  and   48. 

Thoa«>  men  who  hgvo  reglatered 
with  the  United  Statea  consul  are 
also  compelled  to  reglater  In^  Canada, 
their  American  regletratlon  being  a 
special  ground  for  clalmlnx^  exemp- 
tion from  Canadian  Military  Service. 

Al  regulationa  for  military  ■*rvlce 
incident  to  the  Military  Servlc*  Act. 
1817,  and  War  Measure*  Act,  1914, 
apply  to  the  treatment  of  United 
Statea  citlaena  under  thia  reglatra- 
tion,  except  where  they  are  Incon- 
aUtent  therewith.  All  United  Statea

Thia  leads  up  to  the  moat  algnin- 
cant  fact  in  Victoria's  awakening — 
the  quickening  of  the  Board  of 
Trade.  A  community  must  have  a 
centre;  a  rallying  place  for  the  com- 
munity; a  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
Board  of  Trade,  call  it  wh*t  you  will, 
but  dominating  all  other  societies  or 
organisations  because  It  is  repre- 
sentative of  all.  The  ReUllera'  As- 
sociation, tha  Manufacturers',  thv 
RoUry  Club,  at  al,  are  all  flhe  and 
neceaaary  to  the  community's  well- 
being,  but  after  all  They  are  only 
factional,  and  from  their  nature 
must  be.     The  Board  of  Trade  ahould 


be  the  "Big  League."  and  in  further 
baseball  parlance  ahould  have  the 
power  of  "drafting"  from  other  or- 
ganisations. Thua  it  could  grab  any 
man  who  "made  good"  and  call  him 
to  wider  opportunitiea  to  serva.  his 
city.  It  should  be  a  matter  of  pride 
to  men  active  in  other  organisations 
to  further  the  prestige  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  for  to  the  public  at  large 
and  to  outside  communities  it  is 
looked  upon  as  the  authoritative 
Bpokeeman  of  its  community. 

Then  there  is  one  big  outstanding 
fac^  that  the  community  at  large 
must  grasp.  If  the  community  to  to 
progress  the  organisation  muat  bo 
oflBcered  by  men  of.  big  calibre,  and 
aa  they  cannot  ba  paid  their  full 
value  they  muat,  perforce,  work  for 
nothing.  But  tha  "doltor  a  year" 
m«n  faal  well  repaid  when  they  re- 
ceive ungrudging  recognition  of  thair 
■ervicaa,  cordial  co-operation  from 
their  assoclaten  and  appreciation  of 
reaults  accomt^ltohed.
